By Order No. 17610, filed on March 17, 2000, in
Docket No. 00-0074, certificate of public convenience and necessity
no. 1198-C ("Certificate No. 1198-C"), held by BHUNG CHONG SIM
("Petitioner"), was placed on inactive status until
March 17, 2001. By Order No. 18404, filed on March 5, 2001,
Certificate No. 1198-C was reinstated to active status pursuant to
Petitioner’s request, thus leaving one (1) year and
twelve (12) days available to Petitioner if he desired to place
Certificate No. 1198-C on inactive status for a cumulative period
of two years.’

By Order No. 20740, filed on January 6, 2004, in this
docket, Certificate No. 1198-C was placed on inactive status for an

additional year, until January 6, 2005, thus leaving

twelve (12) days available for inactive status.
On December 14, 2004, Petitioner filed a letter requesting that
Certificate No. 1198-C Dbe placed on inactive status for an

additional year.

Findings and Conclusions

Upon review, the commission finds that Petitioner’s
request to place Certificate No. 1198-C on inactive status for an
additional one (1)-year period should be denied, as Petitioner only
has twelve (12) days remaining of the cumulative two (2)-year
period available to place Certificate No. 1198-C on inactive
status.

Furthermore, Order No. 20740 informed Petitioner that if
Certificate No. 1198-C was not reactivated prior to the expiration
of the period of inactivity, i.e., prior to January 6, 2005, the
commission would deem it to be abandoned and revoked.
Certificate No. 1198-C was not reactivated prior to
January 6, 2005. Accordingly, we find that there is good cause to

revoke Certificate No. 1198-C.
